Applicant's arguments filed 04/25/2005 have been fiiUy considered but they are not 
persuasive. In response to appUcant's arguments with respect to the 35 USC 103(a) rejections, 
the recitation ''simultaneously operating' has not been given patentable weight because the 
recitation occurs in the preamble. A preamble is generally not accorded any patentable weight 
where it merely recites the purpose of a process or the intended use of a structure, and where the 
body of the claim does not depend on the preamble for completeness but, instead, the process 
steps or structural limitations are able to stand alone. See In re Hirao, 535 F.2d 67, 190 USPQ 15 
(CCPA 1976) and Kropa v Robie, 187 F.2d 150, 152, 88 USPQ 478, 481 (CCPA 1951). It's the 
examiner's position that the reference is applied herein for the teaching of a system and method 
for the connection of mobile device between different communications networks, according to 
the essential features of the claims. Haartsen '673 discloses a terminal for simultaneously 
operating in a wide area cellular network meeting the limitation of a first mobile radio 
communications network, and a private radio communications network meeting the limitation of 
a second different radio communication network (col. 5, lines 9-19). 

The Examiner maintains that the references cited and apphed in the last office actions for 
the rejection of the claims 1-16, 21-26, and 33-34 are maintained in this office action. The final 
rejection mailed on January 25, 2005 is therefore maintained. 
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
